Paerto Cabello, May 24, 1823. 


SIR:—I have seen in the paper edited by you, 


Tinder date of the 17'h instaat, an article en- 
titled " extract of a letter from La Guayra, dat- 
ed the 7th instant," which amongst other things 
slates," that on the 4th of said month the cor- 
vette Bolivar came offthis harbour, and offered 
battle to the Ceres, and that this vessel ran 
away in the most cowardly manner, till she was 
finally forced to take shelter in the harboor ; 
and that the Bolivar hove to within cannon 
«hot." 
The greatest part of this relation is 


false. 
On the moraing of the 4th we did real- 
ly discover the corvette Bolivar coming from 
windward under a press of sail, with every 
thing prepared for action ; the Ceres was under 
sail, and near to the anchorage she was ordered 
to take up, notwithstanding she put about and 
■ 
toed out to sea for the purpose ofreconnoitring 


the vessel Which had 
been discovered. 
The 


Belivar so far from pursuing her route to encoun- 
ter the Ceres put about and stood to the N. with 
ell sail set, distant at thai time from the Ceres 
4 or 5 miles, and 7 or 8 from the port ; she was 
then recognized by the Ceres, and I made sig- 
nal to the commander in chief of the squadron 
of my having discovered an enemy's vessel, to 
which an answer was returned by said comman- 
der for me to return to my anchorage at the 
port, thinking, no doubt, that the Bolivar would 
not wait for me, and taking into consideration 
at the same time that it would be more for the 
benefit ofthe service that the Ceres should come 
into port to repair the damages she had sustain- 
ed in the action of the Ist. 
'Phis idea of the 


commander in chief was founded on experience, 
because, on the 2d of said month, at a consider- 
able distance from the port, the Bolivar to wind 
ward, and the Ceres to leeward, crowding all 
sail, the Bolivar did not come to attack her, 
Which he anight have done with the greatest 
ease, nor did she ever approach nearer that 5 
or 6 miles, neither did she attempt it ia all the 
day of the 3d, in the night, nor in the early pan 
of the day of the 4ili, when the Ceres was at 
anchor on the coast, covering the prize', to 
which particular duty she had been stationed; 
which from the destruction made in their sails, 
Tigging, and spars, could leave no doubt of what 
they were, nor could the Bolivar be iotimid"t*d 
by believing ihem to be a reinforcement to the 
Ceres. 
To endeavour to retake or burn them, 


should have stimulated the Bolivar to have of 
fered battle at that time, rather than on the 4lh 
when the prizes were safe in port. 
After the 


Ceres had been at anchor about 2 hours the Bo- 
livar came off the port, and hove to for a short 
time, almost within gun shot. 


■ 
Mr. Editor, this is every thing which took 


place. I only wish to call your attention to the 
epithet cowardly, to bring to their recollection 
what is universally believed and proved from 
experience, that none but cowards are capable 
«if making use of such expressions, and I 
may 


almost venture to affirm that it has never been 
osed by any officer of the naval forces of Vene 
xueia. 
1 have a good opinion of ihem, and can 


nut conceivethem guiltyof such meanness; but 
let the author of said letter, be who he may, 
understand, 
that 
if the Bolivar 
will wail 


for the Ceres at any given point, although she 
may be accompanied by a brig, on giving me 
nonce, the Ceres will not be backward in ac- 
cepting the challenge. 


Mr. Editor, I request you will be pleased to 


give a place in your paper to this defence of a 
man who his been unjustly injured,for the sake 
«f truth and justice, which ou^ht to be the ru 
ling principles of ene who writes for the public 
eye.

This gentleman,

a geoeroua heart, and nol being 


aware of what had taken place, allowed him the 
freight, gratia, at he likewise did to Mist Sainte 
Frenel. 
This good ledy, on finding a person so 


very kind in her behalf, left the management of 
her parcel of lOOOlbs. to Mr. L. to be disposed 
of to her best advantage. 


Mr. Laily, placing the most boundless confi- 
dence in the person of Mr. Samuel 
Asser, 
charged him with the clearing ofthe vessel, the 
filling up th* bills of lading, aud basing them 
signed. 
In doing this, Mr. A. brought Miss 
Sainte Frenel's parcel with his own under one 
head.

Lally, which was soon after, who informed this 
lady of whal hod occurred with Mr. S. Aster. 
This Utter was brought before Ihe justice of 
peace, Mr. Jean Anglade, who sentenced him 
to pay to Miss Sainte Frenel the sum of 
9 cts. lor the proceeds of the coffee; but the 
lady haviHg been obliged lo lose ihe profit there 
on, she wrote to the continent, and received the 
following answer, literally transcribed.
